THE Syracuse, N. Y., Journal, says: Last winter a soldier, 
named Curtis Reals, a member of Company B, 10th U. 8. 
Infantry, was drowned in the Sault Ste. Marie River, at Fort 
Brady, Mich. The body was recovered recently, and from an 
old letter found upon the deceasec, Major Bush, command- 
ant of the post, learned that Reais formerly resided in this 
city. The Major accordingly wrote to Dr. H. M. Cronkhite, 
Assistant Surgeon, U. 8. A., who is spending his leave of ab- 
sence with his family in this city, giving the particulars and 
asking him to ascertain, if possible, the whereabouts of 
Reals’ relatives. The doctor, after diligent inquiry, found 
that the mother and sister of the drowned soldier had lately 
removed from the city to Albany. The deceased was about 
thirty years of age, and was a vephew of the late Reuben 
Reals of this city. Many relatives in this city and adjoining 
towns will regret to hear of his sad fate. 

Tur Omaha Herald takes the occasion of General Sher- 
man’s visit to that city, to remind him of a speech he made 
some years ago, on the occasion of an excursion in a flat car 
to Sailing Grove, Sarpy Co., the terminus at that time of the 
partially completed Pacific Railroad. In this speech, which 
was one of his best, ‘‘he related his experience in sinking 
some money in building a Pacific railroad in the years gone 
on the other side of the Sierra Nevadas. He closed it with 
the expression of a despairing sort of hope that the Pacific 
railway would be completed one day, but he could not hope 
to live to see that grand result. When it is stated that he 
rode over the Rocky Mountains in less than three years after- 
wards in a Puilman at the rate of thirty miles,an hour, the 
point of the story is told.” 

Ovr officers on Governor's Island might supply themselves 
with rations and bed covering from the flotsam and jetsam 
of New York harbor, if the articles cast upon the shore 
were only in good condition. A record kept during the past 
six mouths shows the following inventory of valuable prop- 
erty received in this way: Pieces of meat, 100 ; chickens, 
ducks, and turkeys, 106 ; hogs, 11 ; cows, 2; goats, 1 ; sheep, 
4; deer, 2; fish, 23; dogs, 287; cats, 170; rats, 53; bed 
sacks, 197 ; pillow slips, 78; blankets, 6. The N. Y. Herald, 
which reports this on the authority of Captain Ward, says: 
‘A patrol inspects the shore twice every day at low tide and 
takes account of this stock and reports the seme to the com- 
mander of the post, who orders some disposition to be made 
of it. There are two processes of getting rid of it, burying 
and burning. The resultis that twice each day two gangs of 
workmen may be seen, one digging places for the burial of 
the pestiferous carcases of dead animals and another kindling 
bonfires. Since the keeping of the record began three hu- 
man bodies have been washed ashore, but none during the 
past six months. The keeping of this report was inaugurated 
with a view of laying before Congress some exact data as a 
basis for the application for an appropriation to construct a 
sea wall around the island. The estimated expense of a sea 
wall is $30,000, but thus far Congress has turned a deaf ear 
to the application. Meantime, a cordon of logs is being 
placed about the island as a temporary remedy.”

News from Bangkok, Siam, June 8, is as follows: The 
Swatara has just sailed for Saigon, all well. The ship re- 
mained here a week or more, and the officers were very 
handsomely entertained by the Siamese authorities, as she 
arrived before the death of the Queen had thrown a pall 
over the city. As the vessel could not cross the bar at 
the mouth of the river, the King placed the royal yacht 
at the disposal of United States Consul Sickles to bring 
the officers up to the city. They were granted a cere- 
monious audience by the King, were dined s and wined ad 
libitum by the foreign residents, and went away delighted 
with their reception, which culminated in a grand ball at 
the United States Consulate, which was illuminated and 
decorated in fine style for the occasion. The festivity was 
attended by the Siamese Princes, the leading merchants, 
and all the foreign Consuls and American residents. 
Americans are in favor in Bangkok, and when the Swatara 
sailed her officers were escorted to the ship by the King’s 
yacht, having on board the United States Consul, the 
American missionaries, and other invited guests.

A 
shot was then tired ahead of them, when they hove to and 
were boarded by an officer of the Canto, who upon being 





shown by the captains that their carge was fruit, left, and 
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the schooners proceeded on their course. Although the 
boarding occurred on different dates, the circumstances were 
— similar, and the fact of boarding was immediately 
repo! to the captain of the port of St. Jago, and by him 
to the Spanish admiral. Vessels from Jamaica to the United 
States close up to the South coast. of Cuba, working to 
windward close in shore towards Cape Maysi. Rear-Admiral 
Wyman reports that on passing through the Crooked Island 
passage on the morning of the 16th a steamer was seen at 
anchor under the 8, W. point of Fortune Island. The 
Tennessee stood in and signalled her. She proved to be the 
Pacific Mail steamer Oolon, from Aspinwall to New York, 
with portions of her machinery broken. The offer was made 
to tow her to Port Royal, but as the Tennessee was short of 
coal and would be obliged to take coal from the Colon, which 
would have conmumed two or three days, the commanding 
officer of the Colon preferred waiting the Acapulco, belong- 
ing to the same line, which vessel was expected about the 
20th.

**The authorities and citizens of that place were very 
cordial in their greeting to us, and the ship received an un- 
usual amount of attention during her visit, which the cap- 
tain and officers reciprocated, on July 10, by a handsome 
entertainment to the principal citizens of the place, at which 
some 300 persons were present. Our Consul, Gen. Warner, 
is my authority for the statement that the visit of the 
Vandalia has been productive of much good feeling towards 
our country. St. John, during the late Civil war, was, as is 
well known, a hot bed of Southern sympathisers, and the 
visits of our ships have been so rare that some portion of 
this feeling probably remained up to the period of our visit, 
but seems now effectually dispelled, as well it might be. The 
ship was at all times crowded with Provincial sight-seers, to 
whom every attention was shown, and tue following 
letter will serve to indicate how our civility was appreciated :

Vandalia, St. John, N. B.: 

Dear Sir: On behalf of the citizens of this city, I have to 
thank you for the extreme courtesy and kindness evinced by yon 
and the officers, to the ci izens who have availed themselves of 
the privilege granted of inspecting the U.S.S Vandalia. Itis to 
me @& matter of regret that it was out of my power to extend to 
you and the officers under your command, in a befitting manner, 
the hospitality of the city, which the noble service you so honor- 
ably and gallantly represent should call forth.

Cuier EnGInEER WautTER D, Smiru, Passed Assistant 
Engineer George W. Baird, and Assistant Engineer George 
B. Ransom have been appointed members of a Board for 
temporary duty in connection with the dock trial of the 
Galena at Norfolk, Va., on July 26. 

In reply to a telegram of Collector Shannon to the Trea- 
sury Department, Washington, asking that the revenue 
cutter Richard Rust be sent to Sorocce Island to rescue the 
captain and his wife and a portion of the crew of the aban- 
doned ship Mathilde, supposed to have reached that Island, 
the Department declines, but has referred the matter to the 
Secretary of the Navy, who has sent the schooner yacht 
Freda from the Mare Island Navy-yard. 

A Newport, R. I., correspondent of the New York Herald, 
of July 23, writes: Commodore English, Captain Luce, in 
command of the United States training ship Minnesota, and 
other officers of that vessel, visited Course Harbor Island, at 
this place, to-day, with a view of seeing if it could be made 
available for the use of the training ship. In their opinion 
a better site could not be found on the coast. The land 
belongs to the city, and on it is located the buildings used 
for the care of the city’s poor.

A NEw current is reported to have been discovered in 
the Pacific Ocean, by Capt. John McKirdy, of the steam- 
— Peruvia, which bore his vessel along 322 miles a day 
and is expected to become a great highway of commerce. 
This great ocean river is of a deep, bluish-black color, 
which lends probability to the theory that it is a continuation 
of the Kuro Siwo, the black stream of Japan. It flows 
southerly as it leaves the coast of Mexico and Panama, then 
westerly along the equator, and is pushed to the north for a 
time by the equatorial counter current but flows westerly 
again beyond the bend. This current is not only sharply de- 
fined by its color, but also by its temperature, which is about 
two degrees warmer than the waters about it. 

Tue Nicaragua canal concession secured by Admiral 
Ammen, Engineer Menocal, and others gives the American 
Provisional Society the exclusive privilege to construct a ship 
canal across the territory of Nicaragua. The canal is to be 
of sufficient dimensions to accommodate steamers of the 
largest class used between Europe and America, and the 
locks are to be not Jess than 500 feet long and 28 feet deep. 
The concession is for 99 years from the date of the opening 
of the canal for general traffic, and at the expiration of that 
period the Nicaraguan government is to take possession of the 
canal in perpetuity, with the right reserved to the com- 
pany to lease it for another 99 years. During the period of 
the concession the company is to have the privilege of con- 
structing a railway along the whole or any part of the canal ; 
also, such telegraph lines as it deems necessary for the con- 
struction and working of the canal, and these lines shall 
transmit public messages free of charge. The government 
of Nicaragua will declare the terminal ports and the canal 
itself, throughout its length, to be neutral. An effort will be 
made to secure a guarantee from all powers of the neutrality 
of the canal, and of a zone along it, and of the sea in the 
vicinity of the terminal ports where dimensions will be 
defined. 

Tue following points in regard to the various Navy- 
yards are —- by the Norfolk correspondent of the New 
York Herald, under date of July 22: A number of fine war 
ships are rotting at the wharves at Gosport Navy-yard 
simply for the want of money to protect them from the 
ravages of the weather, to say nothing of keeping them 
in repair, and this while money legitimately appropriated 
for the support of the Navy is turned into the Treasury. 
Ten days ago the Department ordered the Canandaigua to 
be surveyed and estimates made for fitting her out for 
sea. A gang of carpenters were detailed and that work 
accomplished, and the Board forwarded a report stating 
that the ship could be made ready for sea at a cost of 
$187,000. he estimates were approved and the Canan- 
daigua was placed under the masting sheers to be stripped. 
On the 20th an order arrived from Washington to cease 
work, and operations were promptly suspended, and yester- 
day the Canandai. was returned to her berth in ordi- 
nary. The outlook for work at this yard on the vessels of 
the Navy is gloomy indeed for this fiscal year, while at other 
yards work is comparatively brisk. At the Kittery yard 
work on the Lancaster will consume the whole year, and 
the Plymouth is waiting to be taken in hand. At the 
Boston yard the repairs to the Hartford can hardly be 
completed this year. The Juniata is at the League Island 
yard repairing and the Hssez is also waiting there for repairs, 
though there is a rumor that the Zssex will be sent here and 
the Canandaigua to Philadelphia. At Washington the Yantic 
is being completed and the Enterprise waiting to be over- 
hauled and refitted, together with several tugs under repairs. 
At Mare Island work is progressing on the Jroquois and 
Ranger, and extensive repairs are contemplated on the 
Tuscarora and Monongahela, The new sloop Galena here 
is ready for her trial trip, and the officers are gradually 
arriving. Commander James O’Kane is ordered to command 
her, and she goes to the Pacific Station. A board was 
appointed to-day to give her engines a dock trial next week, 
when a number of officers will be down from Washington to 
witness it. The Yards and Docks Department commenced 
yesterday the foundations of the two new timber sheds 
which are to cost $43,000 each, and be four hundred feet 
long. These sheds are to protect the hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of ship timber which has been 
lying around the yard for years exposed to the weather. 

he same Department also commenced to-day the work of 
repairing the quay wall at the north end of the yard, for 
which an appropriation of $50,000 was made.

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MILITARY LAW. 


HE leading article in the current number of the 

Journal of the Military Service Institution, now in 
press, is by the General of the Army, who touches a 
subject which is growing more and more important in 
proportion as the Army and the Navy become more and 
more inwrought into the fabric of society. Gen. SHEr- 
MAN modestly puts forward into the place of honor, in his 
article, the old work of AtgexanpgR Fraser TYTLer, 
Esq., Judge-Advocate D. of N. Britain, published in 
1816, ‘‘an Essay on Military Law and the Practice of 
Courts-Martial, which, in my judgment,” says Gen. 
SHERMAN, ‘‘better masters the subject than the hun- 
dreds of authors who have treated of it since.” He 
quotes the whole of Mr. Tyrier’s introduction, and 
some characteristic passages from the body of the 
work. Mr. Tyrtter, as General SHERMAN says, 
traces the orgin, rise, and progress of Military 
Law in Great Britain and her dependencies from the 
Feudal period, essentially military, to the reign of 
Cuartes I.; again to the Revolution of 1649, and 
finally to the time of the adoption of the First Mutiny 
Act by Parliament, viz.: April 3, 1689. During this 
most eventful period, controlled by men of powerfr} 
intellect like Cromwe tt, the Military Law ‘‘ advanced 
by regular and desultory steps” just as did the Civil 
Law; but whether the army was commanded by the 
King or by Parliament its internal government was the 
same, ‘‘the only questions being who was to command 
the army ? who should give the supreme orders? whom 
should it serve? and to whom it owed allegiance and 
obedience? The final result was that the king or 
executive did command the army, but its existence, its 
support, and the laws for its government were enacted 
by Parliament, so that in no event could its concentrated 
power be directed against the nation, but against its 
enemies foreign and comestic, all parties concurring 
that mutiny, sedition, desertion, and all manner of 
irregularities within the army should be promptly and 
severely punished to the end that it might remain a 
powerful machine to support and maintair the integrity 
and honor of the State in which all citizens were alike 
concerned.” From England we derived our military 
customs and our Common Law Military ; but our writ- 
ten Constitution recognizes the Army and presents the 
methods for governing and maintaining it. Neverthe- 
less, adds Gen. SHerMan, ‘‘ when the Army is used in 
a foreigu country, #8 in Mexico, or in an Indian Reser- 
vation or in districts of country where the civil law and 
the civil authorities are weak, if not actually powerless, 
our Statutory Code is so imperfect that Army com- 
manders have been compelled to resort to the common 
laws of war, as derived from inherited customs, or from 
usages which have grown up in our own experience. 
We ure constantly reminded by our lawyers that the 
people are jealous of the Army, that the Army is a 
constant threat to the civil liberties of the people, that 
the military must at all times be subordinate to the civil 
power, etc., that Military Law, io the words of Biaox- 
STONE, is no law at all, and like expressions which were 
most popular in the English Revolution two hundred 





and fifty years ago, but which are as senseless to-day as 
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would be the call of the Muezzin from Trinity steeple 
in New York city.” 

Gen. SHerman then proceeds to review the leading 
cases of modern military law, decided by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. The first case cited is that 
of Neal Dow v. Bradish, decided in the October term of 
last year, which Gen. SuzrMany, it will be remembered, 
laid before the Army through the columns of the Army 
AND Navy Journay. Judge Frexp in that case said : 


The question here is, what ‘s the law which governs an army 
invading an enemy's country? It is not the Civil Law of tne in- 
vaded country: it is not the Civil Law of the conquering country; 
it is the Military Law, the law of war, and ita supremacy for the 
= of the officers and soldiers of the army, when in service 

n the field in an enemy's country, is as essential to the efficiency 
0, the army, as the supremacy of the Civil Law at home, and in 
time of is essential to the preservation of liberty. The judg- 
ment c* the Court in the case was: “ An officer of the Army of the 
United States, whilst in service during the late war in the enemy's 
country, was not liable to a civil action in 'he courts of that coun- 
try for injuries resulting from acts of war ordered by him in his 
military character; nor could he be called on to justify or explain 
his military co: duct in a Civil Tribunal upon any allevation of the 
injured party that the acts complaiued of were 1 ot justified by the 
necessities of war. He was responsible only to his own Govern- 
ment. and only by its laws administered by its authority could he 
be called to account. 


Gen. SHerman holds that this decision places the 
military law on its true plane, coequal with the civil law 
in its proper sphere. With very memorable language 
he says: ‘All laws are equal, being supreme, and the 
only practicable question in each case is—what is the 
law at the place, and at the time of the controversy? Is 
it civil, or is it military? To determine this is the pro- 
vince of the judiciary; one of the independent tri-partite 
powers of our Government; and this august tribunaj 
having raised the laws of war to their proper standard, 
it behooves all military men to aid in reducing these laws 
to a well defined code.” 

The case of Mitchell v. Harmony is another leading 
case. Gen. SHERMAN furnishes it with this brief state- 
ment of facts. Mrronet. was lieutenant-colonel of the 
regiment of volunteers in the Mexican war commanded 
by Col. Dontpnan, which executed the movement from 
Santa Fe tc Chihuahua. Harmony was a trader, who 
had started from Independence, Missouri, with a train 
of goods, before the fact of the declaration of war with 
Mexico was known, with the full sanction of law and 
the license of the Treasury officials. Gen. Krarney’s 
column overtook this train on the plains, did not inter- 
fere with its lawful traffic, but only required it to fol- 
low behind the Army, and to trade with the Mexicans 
after they had submitted to the authority of the United 
States. After reaching Santa Fe, Gen. Kearney with 
a small escort turned west to California, leaving Dont- 
PHAN to go on to Chihuahua, and Harmony followed 
as far as San Elizaris, where he hesitated and resolved 
to turn back by reason of the dangers of war. But he 
was compelled to follow, whereby he lost his whole 
‘“‘outfit,” for which he sued Lieut.-Col. MrironEtt, and 
obtained judgment in the Circuit Court of the United 
States for the Southern District of New York for $95,- 
855.88 with interest at 6 per cent. after Nov. 9, 1850, 
chiefly for the reason that because Mrrong.t had com- 
pelled Harmony at San Elizaris to follow the expedition, 
there was no legal justification for this trespass on his 
private property, he being engaged in a lawful business. 

Chief Justice Tangy said: ‘‘ There are without doubt 
occasions in which private property may lawfully be 
taken possession of, or destroyed to prevent its falling 
into the hands of the public enemy; and also when a 
military officer charged with a particular duty may im- 
press private property into the service, or take it for 
public use. Unquestionably in such cases the Govern- 
ment is bound to make full compensation to the owner, 
but the officer is not a trespasser. It is the 
emergency which gives the right, and the emergency 
must be shown to exist before the taking can be’ justi- 
fied.” The Supreme Court decided that the emergency 
did not warrant Col. Mirone.t’s trespass on private 
property, and therefore affirmed the judgment with 
costs. 

The case of Cross, Hobson and Oo., v. Hd. H. Har- 
rison was oue to recover from the defendant certain ton- 
nage duties and imports, which were paid to him by the 
plaintiff upon ships which had arrived in San Francisco, 
and upon foreign merchandise which had been landed 
from them between the 3d of February, 1848, and the 
18th of November, 1849. Harrison had been ap- 
pointed Collector for the Port of San Francisco by Col. 
Mason, Military Governor of California. They were 
paid however until sometime in the fall of 1848 at the 
rate of the war tariff; which had been established early 
in the year before by the direction of the President of 
the United States. The conclusion of the Supreme 
Court was that the civil government of California organ- 
ized as it was from a right of conquest, did not cease or 
become defunct in consequence of tbe signature of the 
treaty or from its ratification. ‘‘We think it was con- 
tinued over a ceded conquest without any violation of 
the Constitution or laws of the United States, and that 
until Congress legislated for it, the duties on foreign 


goods imported into San Francisco were legally de- 
manded, and lawfully received by Mr. Harrison, the 
Collector of the Port, who received his appointment ac- 
cording to instructions from Washington, from Governor 
Mason.” It so happened that Gen. SaerMan was in 
California at that time, serving with Col. Mason, as his 
| Assistant Adjutant-General. Many men, when the 
treaty was signed, were for disregarding the military 
government forthwith, and establishing a new one. Col. 
Mason, says Gen. Suerman, “forbade this, was de- 
nounced as a tyrant, usurper, and an enemy to Repub- 
lican Government, but he never wivered, asserting that 
from the necessity of the case, the then existing Govern- 
| ment was lawful in its inception, and must continue in 
force till Congress provided another. The final judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court was not announced till 
December, 1858, confirming the action of Col. Mason, 
and demonstrating the absolute necessity that Army 
officers should be lawyers as well as soldiers. Had Col. 
Mason hesitated in his course of action he might have 
gained large temporary local popularity, but would have 
laid the foundation for innumeralle costly law-suits.” 

The more recent case of Pryor N. Coleman v. The 
State of Tennessee, decided in the October term, 1878, 
was one in which CoLEMAN was indicted for the murder 
of Movrine Ann Bert. To this indictnient he pleaded 
not guilty, and a former conviction for the same offence 
by a General Court-martial regularly convened for his 
trial at Knoxville, Tenn., on the 27th of March, 1865; 
the United States at that time, and when the offence 
was committed, occupying with their armies East Ten- 
nessee as a@ military district, and the defendant being a 
regular soldier in their military service, subject to the 
articles of war, military orders, and such military laws 
as were then in force by their authority. The latter plea 
was overruled by the Supreme Court of Tennessee, and 
CoLeMAN was tried and convicted. The Supreme Court 
of the United States reversed this judgment and released 
the convicted man from custody. ‘ But,” it added, 
‘*as the defendant was guilty of murder, as clearly ap- 
pears not only by the evidence in the record in this case, 
but in the record in the proceedings of the Court-martial, 
a murder committed too under circumstances of great 
atrocity, and as he was convicted of the urime by that 
court and sentenced to death, and it appears by his plea 
that said judgment was duly approved, and still re- 
mains without any action having been taken upon it, he 
may be delivered up to the military authorities of the 
United States to be dealt with as required by law.” And 
the prisoner was so delivered into the custody of the 
military authorities, his sentence was modified by the 
President to imprisonment for life, and he is now at the 
Albany Penitentiary, New York. 

The conclusions which Gen. SazrmMan deduces from 
his reading and reflection are that these are the laws 
military :

Thus we have a clearly well defined code, more easily mastered 
than the law merchant, and no officer, and indeed no soldier can 
be pardoned or excused for ignorance of the law. 


Military law, of course, has its own reasons for exist- 
ence, and for its differences from civil law. Gen. SHzr- 
MAN well says: ‘‘ When the engineer of a steamer hears 
the bell of the pilot, he slows down, stops, or reverses 
his engine without leaving his post to inquire the cause : 
and so with the soldier; he puils the lanyard of his gun, 
blows upa mine, burns a bridge, or shoots a man to 
death at the order of his sergeant, or his captain without 
apprehension for the consequences of his individual act, 
because he knows it is lawful for him to obey. In civil 
crimes the intentis the essence ef the offence; not so 
with the military crimes. If the soldier be posted as a 
sentinel after a hard day’s marcb, and sleeps on his post, 
he commits a crime punishable with death; not because 
he intended crime, but because the safety of the army 
demanded his vigilance. So with many other military 
offences, the infent forms no part of the criminality, but 
the ‘ necessity of things,’ the basis of all law, controls. 
The obedience of the soldier to his officer, and of the 
junior to his senior, proceeds from the same principle. 
The soldier rarely, if ever, complains of this rule, be- 
cause he realizes that it is meant for his own safety, and 
the only criticism on it comes from the civilian, who 
thiuks it tyranny without understanding its meaning. 
Every army must be an animated machine, a unit for 
action, power proceeding from the top to the bottom, 
instead of the reverse; and the commander of an army

The Articles of War (see the 85th and 27th) 
also protect the inferior from oppression by his superior, 
and, in short, as Gen. Saerman concludes, ‘‘ This sys- 
tem of military law has stood the test of centuries in 
Europe, and a full century in Republican America, with 
less modificytion than any civil code, and it may be as. 
sumed that it is well adapted to its object. It is essen- 
tially paternal and not arbitrary. It has enabled this 
Government to accomplish successfully foreign wars, 
wars with Indian savages, and finally one of the most 
gigantic civil wars.” ; 

We commend the entire article to the careful perusal 
and study of the officers of both Services. 


CONGRESSIONAL ECONOMY. 


Ir is rumored that the Headquarters of the Depart- 
ment of the Platte will not remain at Fort Omaha, but 
that they will either be re-established in the City of 
Omaha or removed to Silt Lake City. 

When Congress in its wisdom thought proper to enact 
a law prescribing that the Headquarters of Military De- 
partmentsshould be established at military posts it madea 
great financial blunder. The idea was advanced that a 
large amount of money would be annually saved to the 
Government relieving it from the payment of 
rents for quarters for officers and for store- 
houses in cities, inasmuch as such buildings could 
be furnished at Military posts without cost to the Gov- 
ernment. This would have been true if the command- 
ing officers of Departments and the Staff could 
have lived all the year around in the number of tents 
prescribed by regulations, and if the public property 
could have been preserved by dumping it on the parade 
ground and covering it up with pawlins; but the 
removal of the Headquarters to the posts ne- 
cessitated the building of a great many more sets of 
quarters, and when the generals and the staff officers 
have quarters built for them they ask for buildings such 
as they have been in the habit of occupying, and not for 
such contracted and miserable buildings as have been 
from time immemorial considered quite good enough 
for the officers at our frontier posts. 

We venture to assert that the amount which has 
already been paid for the buildings erected at Governor's 
Island, Presidio of San Francisco, Fort Snelling, and 
Fort Omaha, will far exceed the amount which it would 
have cost the Government for the next twenty years un- 
der the old rule ; and there is a continual call for more 
money and more buildings at the posts where the Head- 
quarters have been established. That is not all. At 
Omaha the supplies are hauled out four miles from the 
city over a road which is very bad at times, and then 
hauled back aguin to be shipped to other posts in the 
Department. As there are no quarters at the post for the 
civilian employees at the Headquarters they must make 
a trip to and from the post every day. in all weathers, 
and the Government must provide the means of convey- 
ance, or else the men must be subject tothe expense 
of a conveyance or make the trips on foot. Gen- 
eral Crook was never in favor of the removal of 
his Headquarters to the post, but he was overruled. A 
large amount of money will be expended there on the 
experiment, and then—the Headquarters will go to some 
other place. 

It is a pity that the average Congressman should 
know so little about true economyinthe Army. Hecan 
be easily persuaded that it would be good economy to 
sell all our Springfield mfles for old iron, or to sell the 
land upon which our frontier posts are built, if such a 
thing would inure to any single one of his constituents. 
A law was passed in the last session of Congress au- 
thorizing the Secretary of Wur ‘o sell to a railroad com- 
pany the land upon which Fort Gratiot stands. This 
fort absolutely commands the St. Clair river, and in 
case of a war with Great Britain it would be of incal- 
culable value to the United States. Millions of money 
ought not to purchase it from the Government, butCon- 
gress passes a law authorizing it to be sold at such 
appraisement of value as shal! be made by a Board of 
Army officers. Thank Heaven for the Board, for no 
set of officers, we firmly believe, will ever underesti- 
mate its value, and thus it may be saved. 














THE WAR DEPARTMENT AND STATE FORCES. 

Tue excellent step taken by Adjutant-General Drum, 
as already recorded by us, for the cultivation of a better 
understanding between the Army and the State forces, 
has been hailed with great satisfaction by the 
latter. It is now about fourteen years since we began 
to urge the expediency of a more perfect understanding 
between these sources of military strength, basing our 
views both on the experience of the great civil war and 
on the modern teadencies of all military nations. Could 
all our wars be guaranteed to be brief campaigns with 
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Indian tribes, or even such wars as the one waged with 
Mexico, the volunteer and militia forces might be left 
out of the reckoning, save for the duties properly de- 
volving on them within the limits of their respective 
States and Territories. But the lesson of modern war- 
fare is that, as the Scripture phrases it, nation rises up 
against nation—not merely a regular-army against « 
regular army, but a great part of the able-bodied men 
of one country against those of another. 

A superficial observer may smile or snecr at the rela- 
tively unprepared state of the citizen soldiery of his 
country, as compared with its professional soldiery ; but 
a man of any breadth of view will rather seriously bend 
himself to bringing the less prepared element up as far 
as possible toward: the standard element, seeing that this 
is the true way to increase the effective military force of 
his country. 

It will be a fortunate day for the United States when 
our Army and our Militia awake fully to the necessity 
of putting the latter, as it were, on a war footing; and 
the interest, the sympathy, the aid, the instruction, and 
the example of the Army will be of inestimable advan- 
tage to the State forces. It is now many years since we 
undertook the experiment, in the columns of the Jour- 
NAL, of letting the Army and the State forces each know 
what the other is doing; and we now hail with pleasure 
the intelligent and far-sighted action of Gen. Drum in 
proposing to send copies of the General Orders of the 
War Department tothe general officers of the State 
forces. The effect of this action, we predict, will te 
that in the General Orders of the War Department, thus 
called to the attention of the general officers of the mili- 
tia, the latter will see many points which they will take 
up and introduce, either directly or in a slightly modified 
form, into their own commands. Thus a great impetus 
will be given to harmonizing the two forces, by the in- 
troduction of professional methods and ideas into the 
citizen soldiery, so rendering the latter more effective, 
and better prepared to take the field at the call of the 
country. This becomes increasingly important as we 
recede further and further from those experiences of 
war, in which so many of our militia officers found their 
training. We have never doubted that these overtures 
of the Adjutant-General would be suitably met by the 
militia, and the documentary evidence on the subject, 
with copies of which we have been favored, confirms 
the impression. 








THE CODIFICATION BOARD. 


Tuk Board to examine the Codification of the Army 
Regulations is in daily session at the Quartermaster 
General's office, Washington. It is doubtful whether 
the proceedings of this Board will be approved, and 
a system of regulations for the Army adopted 
which will have the force of law, for past ex- 
perience induces the belief that these proceedings will 
share the fate of those of previous boards assembled for 
the purpose of providing rules for the government of 
certain branches of the Military Service. We have had 
equipment boards, and tactical boards, and Ordnance 
boards, and all sorts of boards; the proceedings of 
which have either been rafely deposited in pigeon holes, 
or, if they have seen the light of day, have never been 
of any practical use. 

In the attempt to produce a system of general regula- 
tions for the Army an agreement has never been ar- 
tived at, for the reason that most of the Staff Depart- 


‘ments object to the power which it has been proposed 


to give te the General of the Army in the administration 
of the Staff Departments, and his power over the same. 
In the case of the present board, General Meigs has 
become—by relieving General McDowell from the 
board—the senior member. It is said that he per- 
sistently objects to many features of the proposed regu- 
lations, It is true that the board is not assembled to 
make a system, but only to examine the codification ; 
but they are empowered to make their objections, sug- 
gest corrections, etc., etc., all of which are to be con- 
sidered by the Secretary of War; and as the other chiefs 
of Staff Departments may be brought in to swell the 
objections, the result may be, as we have suggested, 
the quiet squelching of all that has been done by 
General Townsend. 








Own the afternoon of July 23, despatches were received 
at the Navy Department from Rear Admiral Wyman, at 
Port Royal, 8. C., giving the results of his investigation 
of the alleged indignities offered the American flag in 
Cuban waters by the Spanish corvette Canto. The 
despatches were referred to the State Department, and 
the orders telegraphed Admiral Wyman to proceed from 
Port Royal at once with the Tennessee to Havana were 
countermanded by telegraph. Admiral Wyman stated 
that at Santiago de Cuba he was assured by the Spanish 
Governor that his government unequivocally disavowed 





any intentional insult or indignity or the commission of 
any act at variance with the received usages of all 
civilized Powers. The Spanish authorities claimed that 
the vessels fired upon were not only within six miles of 
the shore, but actually within three miles, the limit of 
jurisdiction claimed by the governments of all maritime 
nations. Admiral Wyman further stated that the 
Spanish authorities offered abundant evidence in support 
of this assertion, and that, in his opinion, there was 
nothing in the case to warrant any further inquiry on 
the part of our Government. It is perhaps worth 
noting that a Salt Lake despatch of the same day says 
that while Secretary Thompson was at Ogden, on his 
way to San Francisco, he said in conversation that ‘‘ the 
Navy is not the baby represented by the press, and in 
case of trouble with Spain would give a good account 
of itself.” 

The question involved is very largely, for the present, 
one of facts. The skipper of the Philadelphia 
fruit schooner, the Hthel A. Merritt, claims in his 
affidavit that he was about six miles from the Cuban 
coast when boarded ; the captain of the Boston schooner, 
which is in the same Jamaica trade, and was following 
nearly the same course homeward from Port Antonio, 
says, but not underjoath, that he was about a dozen 
miles away from the coast of Cuba. The chances are 
that the Spanish vessel, which was a wooden screw gun- 
boat, took more accurate observations, and will be able 
to substantiate them. The first essential is of course to 
get a clearer knowledge of the facts than is now at 
hand. 


Mr. Trevetyan, a nephew of Lord Macaulay the 
historian, and a member of Parliament, has created an 
excitement in the English service by moving the reduc- 
tion of the higher ranks of the army. Mr. Trevelyan 
made an effective speech, in which he urged that it was 
necessary to stimulate intelligent service in the army by 
quickening the opportunities of promotion. The army, 
he said, was altogether over-oflicered in its higher ranks 
with generals who have absolutely nothing to do, and a 
staff of honorary colonels who receive emoluments 
which they do not earn. There was nothing like this 
in any other part of the world, and Mr. Trevelyan 
proved his contention by a simple comparison with the 
German army. Here, he said, was a host of 600,000 
men, commanded efficiently by 150 generals, every one 
of whom was on the active list. The retired list num- 
bered 475 generals, and the entire amount of pay and 
pensions was £220,000 ($1,100,000) a year. But on 
turning to England, whose army did not compare, in 
point of numbers, with that of Prussia, what did he 
find? He found that the war establishment amounted 
to 400,000 men, and to command those 400,000 there 
were 215 generals, 169 lieutenant-generals, and 242 
major-gencrals, or 626 in all, more than four times the 
number in the Prussian army. As for the retired list, 
he said, ‘‘ it was so large that no man could number it.” 
The total amount of pay for these generals amounted 
altogether tu £784,500 ($3,922,500), or three and a third 
times as much as was paid for commanding the much 
larger army of Prussia. Honorary colonelcies were 
costly inutilities—sinecure offices that had descended in 
an unbroken line from the days of corruption and job- 
bery. They drew pay for work which they never 
performed, and shared in the honor of battles at which 
they were not present. The commander-in-chief received 
as his salary in that capacity £4,432, and in addition he 
received £2,200 as colonel of the Grenadier Guards. 
Again, the Military Secretary drew £1,500 as salary, 
and £1,000 as honorary colonel of a battalion. The 
adjutant-general also received £2,000 a year as salary, 
and £1,000 a year as honorary colonel of a battaiion. 














Tne Lngineer takes a very depreciatory view of Com- 
mander L. A. Beardslee’s book of Haxperiments on the 
Strength of Wrought Iron and of Chain Cables. It 
says: ‘‘ We have read the whole volume through, and 
regret to have wasted so much time in searching for 
what does not exi.t. No English well-read mechanician 
or engineer will find anything in this book that he is not 
already familiar with in” several books which it names, 
‘* perfectly well known to English students, and which 
are, or ought to be, equally familiar to every well 
educated American mechanician. With all these be- 
fore him, what need of this new book, the pretentious- 
ness and emptiness of which, as we learn from the 
book itself, is the result of the labors of three separate 
committces appointed, and we must presume subsidised 
by Congress, and with but little foresight.” It adds 
this point of more special technical criticism : 

The real difficulty of sound and reliable chain making from 
any proper description of roiled bar possessing a certain 
balance of ductility and rigidity lies in the welding of the 
links ; aud on this point we fird not a single deduction or 
suggestion of the slightest value.

A decidedly different view of the experience, the skill 
and the good judgment of Commander Beardslee is taken 
by Lieut. C. T. Hutchins, of the Navy, in the United 
Service, where he gives a very interesting account of 
the mode of manufacture of cable iron, chain cables 
and anchors for the United States Navy, at the Wash- 
ington yard. What particularly strikes us in this 
account is the evidence that it adduces of care in the 
manufacture, and the many precautions for guarding 
against any imperfections. It was, as Lieut. Hutchins 
says, only after a long and careful series of experiments 
carried on by the United States Iron Board, of which 
Commander Beardslee was a member, that the working 
of cable iron as begun by him was adopted at the 
Washington yard. His book calls itself a record of 


these and other experiments. 








Our San Francisco correspondent gives a very in- 
teresting report of the festivities at Fort Point, in which 
our officers on duty there smoothed for a time the 
rugged front of war and mingled in pleasant social in- 
tercourse with the ladies and gentlemen enjoying their 
hospitality.

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 

The following is the text of the official telegram from Gen. 
Sheridan to the War Department, whose pith came by special 
despatch to the JourNnat last week : 

Caricaco, Iut., July 22, 1880. 


Adjutant-General, Washington, D. C.; 

General Ord telegraphs that Victoria has probably crossed the 
Rio Grande and is making for Eagle Springs. He is being pur- 
sued by a force of about four hundred Mexicans General Grier- 
eon’s force is marching from two points on Eagle Springs to co- 
operate with the Mexicans, who will, it is supposed, cross in 
pursuit of Victoria. General Pope will be duly notified of these 
events. 
P. H. Suearpan, Lieutenant-General. 

The third regular council of the Ute Commission was held 
on Monday, the 26th. . The kind and quantity of land to be 
allotted to each Indian was the princi subject of discus- 
sion, The Indians desire to see the land before they accept 
the treaty. Donglas’s imprisonment was also discussed. The 
Utes want him tried at once or released. They assert his in- 
nocence in the most emphatic terms. The commission is 
doing everthing possible to expedite matters. 

The Interior Department, on July 23, received a telegram 
from Indian Agent Ludlam, at Casa Grande, Arizona, stating 
that the Indians at that — were drunk on liquor of their 
own manufacture, were killing each other, and that he had 
sent to Fort McDowell for military assistance to quell the 
disorder. 

The following despatch has been received at the War De- 
partment : 

San Francisco, Car., July 26. 

The following is transmitted by telegraph by the commanding 
officer of the Department of Arizona, 24th instant, as coming from 
Col. Carr near Fort Bornie: **I have a long despatch from Mexi- 
can Gen. Nalle, dated Corizela, 13th. via Fort Bliss 15th, saying 
that he takes the field inst Victoria with 320 cavalry and 150 
infantry, and has authority to cross the line sent him by our Presi- 
dent.” This no duubt has gone up through Gen. Pope.

San Antonio, Tex., July 24, 1880. 
Assistant Adjutant-General, Chicago, Iil. : 

General Grierson, by a telegram of this date from Eagle 
Springs, informs me as follows : 

Late reports are to the effect that an engagement occurred about 
three days ‘ago between the Mexican troops and Victoria’s band at 
Ojo del Pino, Mexico, in which six soldiers were killed. Ojo del 
Pino is about forty miles from here and opposite Ojo Caliente, 
between this avd Quitman. I also hear that a force of Mexican 
troops is at or near Quitman with a view probably of getting in 
front of the Indians, who are reported to have a large number of 


horses and cattle. The river is high and difficult to cross. I have 
Pueblo scouts and a detachment closely watching the Ri» Grande 
from Quitman to Capote. I wil be able to give you more definite 


information as soon as I can communicate with the officer in 
command of the Mexican troops.

THE HOTCHKISS GUN IN CHILL 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sik: I notice that nearly all your reports about the 
armament of the Chilian ficet state that these machine 
guns are Nordenfeldt, firing one pound shot. This is 
not correct ; the largest projectile fired by the Norden- 
feldt gun is a 7oz. lin. steel bullet. 

Almost immediately after the war broke out, the 
Hotchkiss revolving cannon, iin. calibre, firing steel 
shot and cast iron explosive shells, of 180z. weight, was 
officially adopted by the Chilian government, and I 
have been continually supplying them with large quan- 
tities of this cannon since that time for both army and 
— and their fleet is well armed with them. 

he Chilian minister in Paris, who makes all the pur- 
chases in Europe, told me he had never purchased but 
4 Nordenfeldt guns, as samples when the war first broke 
out, and that Lis government had never asked formore, 
but he is continually receiving orders for the Hotchkiss, 
and that he was happy to say there has not a single 
complaint reached him about either guns or ammunition. 
By inserting this correction you will oblige.

THE FIGHT IN MOBILE BAY.

Taken in the order of their dates the letters inclosed 
by Admiral Mullany, and addressed to him, are as fol- 


lows : 

Extract from an unofficial letter addressed to Captain 
Mullany by Lieut.-Comdr. C. H. Wells, U. 8. N., dated 
U. 8. 8. Galena, Mobile Bay, Aug. 11, 1864: 

My Dear Captain : I went on board the Oneida the other 
day, and no one could realize that you had such a severe time 
of it. That vessel was fought most gallantly by yourself and 
officers, in fact by all, I hope sincerely that justice will be 
done you and the brave men who stood so nobly by you in 
the hour of danger. I shall never forget your coolness and 
bravery while standing on the deck exposed to a murderous 
fire. The ram must have wounded you, as she was close un- 
der the stern of both vessels, pouring in a raking fire. 

Extract from a letter dated Newport, R. L., June 10, 
1872, and signed Chas. L. Huntington, Lieut.-Comman- 
der U. 8. N., executive officer of the Oneida: 

You were on deck in active command through all the peril- 
ous part of the fight, and the very last serious accident of the 
many incurred by the Oneida was your wound. When com- 
pelled to go below you sent for me and turned over the com- 
mand to me on deck, and I am quite sure that your ship 
never fired a gun after you were wounded. Iam confirmed 
in this belief by the recollection that Lieut. E. N. Kellogg, 
who commanded the after division, reported to me some 
minutes before you were hurt, that his guns would no longer 
bear on the fort. Subsequeritly to this the ram passed close 


alongside, giving Kellogg an opportunity to get one shot into 
her, she then passed astern, alxo ou* of our range, and de- 
livered a raking fire, during which you were wounded. 


Extract from a letter dated Morrisania, N. Y., June 
10, 1872, and signed Lieut. Edw. N. Kellogg, Lieut. 
U. 8. Navy, commanding quarter deck division of 
U. 8. 8. Oneida : 

The communication of Admiral Farragut conveys the im- 
pression that you were wounded eurly in the fight, and that 
Commander Wells conducted the two ships (Oneida and 
Galena) through the remainder of the engagement—thereby 
taking from you the credit of having commanded the two 
vasa throughout the battle. As I had charge of the quarter 
deck division during the action I can speak with certainty 
upon the subject, and I will say that when you went below, 
wounded, we had passed out of range of Fort Morgan, and 
the Tennessee, after exchanging shots with us, had passed 
under the guns of the fort. The circumstances at the time 
of your leaving the deck are vividly impressed upon my 
memory. At that time the men were standing idle at their 
guns, and the firing had almost, if not entirely, ceased, and 
was not renewed. 

Extract from a letter dated U.S. Steam Sloop Oneida, 
New Orleans, Dec. 10, 1864, and signed Wm. H. Hunt, 
Chief Engineer: 

Referring to my official report submitted the day succeed- 
ing the action, you will be pleased to notice that I explicitly 
state, the engines were operated by the remaining, or port, 
boiler—a fact patent to all the officers and men on shipboard 
at the time. At no time during the engagement were the 
engines stopped from any damage sustained by the enemy’s 
fire. After the accident to the starboard boiler an interval 
elapsed, owing to the pressure of scalding steam in the de- 
partment, before the men could be got to their stations in the 
fire-room to operate the fires in the remaining boiler. Fortu- 
nately, however, the fires were clean and heavy, and with a 
graduated feed on the boiler I felt no apprehension. As soon 
as the steam “stop” valve of the damaged boiler could be 
reached it was closed; the safety valve opened-and steam 
‘* blown off,” ard I think in about fifteen minutes after the 
explosion of the shell in the starboard boiler I had succeeded 
in effecting all the necessary adjustments for operating the 
engines with the remaining boiler. When beyond of the fire 
of “ Fort Morgan ™ we cast off from our consort and steamed 
some distance to our anchorage. 

Extract from a letter dated L. 8. 8. Ticonderoga, 2d 
rate, Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, Sept. 18, 1872, and signed 
Chas. 8. Cotton, Lieut.-Commander U. 8. N.: 

The command of the Oneida and the management of her 


consort, the Galena, were held by you until we 





beyond the direct and the raking fire of Fort Morgan; and it 
was not until the Tennessee had passed down by us some con- 
siderable distance, and was raking us from aft that your arm 
was shattered by her fire, which killed and wounded several 
of our men, disabled the howitzer on the starboard side of 
the poop, the after 11-inch pivot gun, and did some other 
damage. It was not until this time that you were wounded. 
Previous to this you had been on deck ing the move- 
ments of both vessels, the fire of our battery, etc., exposing 
your person to danger and encouraging the crew by your 
presence, enthusiasm, and conspicuous gallantry.

ABOUT SOME ARMY VETERANS. 


Amone the soldiersin the British army under Burgoyne, 
which surrendered as prisoners of war, to Gen. Gates, at 
Saratoga, in Oct.; 1777, there was one by the nume of 
John Whistler. We cannot tell whether he was ever 
exchanged, but he did uot return to his regiment, and 


some time after the close of the Revolutionary War he 
was living in what was then called the North West Ter- 
ritory. In 1791 the Indians in all the territory border- 


ing on the Ohio commenced hostilities on the border 
settlements, and after the disasters sustained by Colonel 
Hardin ard General Harmer, levies of troops were 
made in 1792 for the expedition under General St. 
Clair into the Indian territory. John Whistler joined 
these levies. He was made sergeant, then sergeant 
major, and at the rout of St. Clair’s army, on the 
Miami, he was the adjutant of MajorGaither’s battalion 
of Darke’s regiment of the regular levies. Both Darke 
and Whistler were badly wounded in the fight, but they 
lived many years after the Miami disaster. Col. Darke’s 
son, who was a captain of one of the companies of the 
levies, was mortally wounded in the fight, or rather the 
rout, in which was destroyed many of the best of our 
hardy frontiersmen. It was not until ‘‘Mad Anthony” 
Wayne took the field in that region that a stop was put 
to the Indian depredations. 

When Congress authorized the raising of a regiment 
of infantry in 1792, Whistler was appointed an ensign, 
and he passed through all the grades to captain and 
brevet major in that regiment. At the reorganization 
of the Army in 1815 he was left out, but soon after- 
wards he was appointed a military store keeper, which 
position he held up to the time of his death, which oc- 
curred in 1827. Many of the older officers of the Army 
will recollect old Major John as he was when he was 
we store keeper at St. Louis from 1818 to 


William, son of John Whistler, was appointed a 
second lieutenant in the 1st Infantry in 1801. He rose 
to the rank of captain in 1812, and in 1815 he was the 
next file to his father, who was the senior captain in the 
regiment and in the line of the Army. John Whistler 
had another’son, John, Jr., who was appointed ensign 
of the 19th Infantry in 1812, was wounded in battle, 
and died as first lieutenant in 1818. Colonel George W. 
Whistler, the eminent engineer, who was so long em- 
ployed by the Russian government in building rail- 
roads, was a younger brother of John Whistler, senior. 
He was a graduate of the Military Academy of 1819, 
and he was appointed lieutenant of the Corps of Artil- 
lery. He was the father of the artist, James A. 
Whistler. 

William Whistler passed through all the grades to 
that of colonel of the 4th Infantry, to which regiment 
he was promoted in 1845. He was retired in 1861, and 
he died at Covington, Ky., in 1863, at an advancedage. 
His son, Lieut.-Col. J. N. G. Whistler, of the 5th In- 
fantry, is the father of Lieutenant Garland N. Whistler, 
of the 5th Artillery. Thus, in this family, four genera- 
tions have been represented in the Army by its male 
members, and there are many of the female descend- 
ants also there. 

Colonel Wm. Whistler was, like his father, remarka- 
ble for great personal strength and powers of endurance, 
which surpassed those of the Indian. He had during 
the war of 1812 a hand-to-hand fight with an Indian, in 
which Whistler killed his antagonist without receivin 
much more than a scratch himself. The Indian had 
sent a challenge, @ outrance, to any man in the com- 
mand to which Whistler was attached. No more chal- 
lenges of this kind were sent. 

This reminds us of a singular duel which took place 
on the San Saba in Texas in 1858. Fitz Hugh Lee was 
a lieutenant in the 2d Cavalry (now 5th), and he was 
out with a small scouting party hunting up the 
Comanches, who were very troublesome in those days. 
Captain Hayes, of the 5th Cavalry, was then a young 
bugler in Lee’s company, and he was of the scouting 
party, which surprised a war party of Comanches, and 
they were on them before the Indians had time to reach 
their ponies. One of them made a dash at Lee, who 
jumped from his horse, and they closed and rolled 
around on the ground for some time. At last Fitz suc- 
ceeded in getting out his revolver, and he shot the In- 
dian dead. 

While there were few men in the Army, among the 
officers, who were the equals of William Whistler in 
strength and prowess, there was one, who as an athlete 
excelled them all. This was Wm. 8. Harney, who en- 
tered the Army as second lieutenant of the 1st Infantry 
in 1818. He was a tall, raw boned, red haired, young 
fellow from Louisiana. When he was twenty-five years 
old he could outride, outrun, or outjump any Indian 
to be found. He once challenged the whole Sacs and 
Fox nation to a foot race, and he beat their best man. 
‘*That, however,” said Harney, ‘‘ was the hardest tussle 
I ever had, and I really believe the Indian would have 
beat me if one of the officers of my regiment who stood 
near the coming out place had not yelled to me as we 
passed, ‘ Look owt, Harney, or by G—d, he’ll beat you.’ 
This put the devil into me for a few seconds, and I 
came in ahead much to the disgust of the Indians, who 
thought there was not a man on the earth who could 
beat their champion.” 

General Harney is now eighty years old, and he looks 
as though he might run a tolerably good foot race now. 
He is the oldest officer in the Army, with the exception 


of Gen. Simonson, who is his senior in 
Both of these old officers look as though 
see another generation pass away, before 
themselves, and we sincerely sag 1 the 
collect them as they were nearly forty years 
were then full of fight, military ambition, and w 
desire to demonstrate that the United States Army 
could furnish the best soldiers in the world. The fires 
of youth have passed, but weight of years sits lightly 
upon them, for their robust constitutions have never 
been shattered by excesses or disease, and after 

two or three generations born and die in the Army since 
they entered the service, they now enjoy poe a er 
possible blessing that the old soldier can hav of a 


peaceful, healthy old age, without any of its 
and with loving children and pe ph ret 
them to cheer their declining years.

THE MANUFACTURE OF ARMS—OUR SEA 
COAST DEFENCES. 


(From the British Trade Journal.) 

So is the depression in the Bemingiem gun trade 
that the operatives engaged in it have, as a , petitioned 
the junior member of the borough (the news} appointed 
president of the board of trade) to use his influence with the 
government in their behalf. Within the last few days, to the 

tification of the memorialists, a reply has been received 

rom the right honorable gentleman of a most favorable 
character, to the effect that the government has, in 
to his request, decided to issue a large number of orders for 
guns and rifles very shortly, and, in addition, to make due 
provision for the claims of the trade in next year’s — 
and so prevent the threatened extinction of an industry 
such importance to the State in time of war. 


The principal reason for this depression in the English 
gun trade is that American manufacturers have boon 
able to obtain the foreign customers that were formerly 
supplied by the English. The Turkish government, 
although desirous of retaining the friendship of England, 
saw that the superior arms and ammunition made in 
this country were essential in order to make the most 
effective resistance, and therefore gave to New 

the trade that formerly would have been given to old 
England. To the Providence Tool Company contracts 
for 605,000 Peabody-Martini rifles were given—a con- 
tract which brought to the company between nine and 
ten millions of dollars. The Winchester Arms Company 
of New Haven obtained large contracts for arms and 
cartridges, and millions of cartridges were also pur- 
chased from the Union Metallic Cartridge Company of 
Bridgeport. The total amount expended in this coun- 
try by the Turkish government for munitions of war for 
use in its recent struggle with Russia is estimated at 
over $20,000,000. 

In case of great emergency the private workshops of 
this country could daily fabricate thousands of rifles 
and millions of cartridges; these articles could be 
supplied much faster than troops could be found to use 
them. Such being the condition of the arms business 
here, why is it that the Government continues to 
rifles and cartridges at its costly armories and arsenals, 
instead of purchasing from private manufacturers and 
thus encouraging an industry of vast importance to the 
country in event of war? Itis not claimed by Arm 
officers and others competent to judge that arms made 
by the Government are superior to those made at private 
armories. The character of the workmen and ma- 
chinery at both public and private armories is alike. 
The national armories and arsenals of construction grew 
out of the early necessities of the country, because at 
the time the olaer armories were established there were 
no private workshops capable of turning out the arms 
needed by the Government. But at the present time 
private enterprise has established armories of far —_ 
capacity of production than those possessed by the 
Government, and this country has become the emporium 
where nations purchase their implements of war. 

The reason given for the maintenance of Government 
armories is, that private individuals would, in time of 
war, be likely to charge an exhorbitant price for arms. 
This, inthe face of the active competition that has 
sunye existed between American manufacturers, is 
simply absurd; and were it possible that a combination 
could be formed to unduly raise the price of arms, then 
the Government would have the right and power ‘to 
seize the private armories and operate them, leaving to 
the courts the question as to what should be paid as a 
just compensation. 

The valuation of the national armory and arse- 
nals and the Government property at those places 
amounted, in 1877, to $60,000,000. At the Rock Island 
arsenal there has been spent, up to December, 1876, 
$5,369,735.42, and a further expenditure of $2,830,000, 
it is estimated, will be required to complete this arsenal, 
exclusive of the necessary machinery and shop fixtures. 
Would it not be better to sell these Government manu- 
facturing establishments and apply the proceeds to the 

urchase of the needed armament for sea coast defence? 
t winter the municipal authorities of Boston, New 
York, Baltimore and San Francisco requested Congress 
to provide suitable harbor defences. 
en. Humphreys, chief of engineers, and Gen. Bentt, 
chief of ordnance, in their annual reports have repeat- 
edly called attention to the fact that all the cities of the 
sea coast are unprotected by armament capable of 
defending them from an attack of the vessels of even a 
third-rate power. The ge eweye feeble character 
of our ordnance and our helpless condition is seen by 
the fact that the heaviest guns mounted in our harbor 
are the fifteen-inch smooth bores. These throw a pro- 
jectile of 450 pounds four miles. The 100-ton of 
the Italian navy throw a projectile of 2,500 pounds nine 
miles. At the present time all the great cities on our 
sea coast are liable, in event of war, to be placed under 
enormous contributions by hostile fleets. 
Is it not then the business of our city government, 





and the duty of all city governments of sea ports, tq 
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see that some adequate measures are taken to secure 
ample defence? and we venture to say that no scheme 
to raise the amount of money needed for the 
purpose will prove to be less burdensome than the one 
suggested of selling, or at least 1educing, the Go - 
ment Lamon establishments of arms and muni- 
tions of war.

A navy requires at least three 
years to become effective. The Secretary of the Navy 
and Admiral Porter are on record as saying you have no 
Navy. The latter declares that were all the vessels of 
the United States to attack one English iron-clad the 
officers of the latter could go to their dinners and not 
pay any attention to the ineffective missiles wnich would 
be fired from the American guns. You Americans 
invented the monitor, yet you have not one first-class 
vessel in commission. It was your Rodneys and Dahbl- 
grens who made the first great guns, yet all of these 
to-duy are in the arsenals of Europe and not of America. 
The war would be over before om could cast a solitary 
large cannon. At the risk of wounding your amour 
I must say that you Americans are vainglorious, 
full of self-satisfaction and astonishingly blind to your 
own shortcomings. In case of a war you would proba- 
bly soon devise a more or less effective torpedo system, 
but your own Farragut showed how frail a reliance that 
was. In the war of 1812 a few English regiments 
captured Washington and burned its Uapitol. hat is 
to prevent the same feat from being repeated? Twenty- 
five thousand Frenchmen could be on the Potomac in 
four weeks after a declaration of war. And where is 
your Army? Twenty thousand men scattered over 
‘*all creation.”

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THE DEATH OF ALBERT SIDNEY JOHNSTON. 


A Gegoreta Colonel, in the Cincinnati Hnguirer, 
says: On Sunday, the 6th day of April, .862, Johnston, 
with his eager army, began his fateful fight. He 
handled his ardent army with brilliant skill and impetu- 
osity. Whenever there was a pause in the onward 
movement he led the charge in person. To those who 
saw him that day, as the writer did, in all the glorious 
fever of that delirious success, mounted upon a magnifi- 
cent steed, his massive figure seeming to enlarge to gi- 
gantic size with the ardor of battle, his face aflame with 
his indomitable spirit of fight, he was the ideal embodi- 
ment of the fiery essence of war. He threw himself 
with reckless indifference into danger. And the last 
charge that broke the Federal position was led by him 
in person under a perfect blaze of flame and hail, his 
horse shot in four places, his clothes piereed, his boot- 
sole cut by a minie, but his person untouched. It was 
in this supreme moment of victorious onset, a decisive 
triumph seemingly and surely in his eager grasp, that a 
fatal bullet struck him, a small wound under the knee, 
severing the popliteal artery. 

Governor Harris, of Tennessee, who was on his staff, 
rode up to him, seeing him reel in his saddle, and hold- 
ing him steady, asked him: ‘General, are you 
wounded ?” He replied deliberately and with emphasis : 
** Yes, and I fear seriously.” He was lifted to the 
ground. His boot was full of blood, and the life cur- 
rent was pouring out beyond recall. He never spoke 
again. General Preston knelt by him, and asked him 
passionately: *‘ Johnston, do you know me?” General 
Johnston smiled faintly. Lying in a ravine out of the 
merciless bullets, he was dead in a twinkling. 

Could General Johnston have had immediate medical 
attention he would have survived. His staff surgeon 
was Dr. David W. Yandell, of Kentucky, and he was 
away from him under circumstances that constitute the 
most touching and beautiful feature cf this romantic 
death. The Federals, in retreating, left, of course, 
their wounded behind. In riding forward General 
Johnston came across a squad of wounded Federal 
officers and soldiers. Stopping. he kindly addressed 
them, and asked if any were badly wounded. Then, 
turning to his staff, he remarked : 

‘It nearly breaks my heart to see men in that 
uniform suffering. Doctor,” addressing Yandell, ‘‘ do 
stop and see if you can do something for these poor 
fellows.” 

Dr. Yandell stopped on this humane mission, and 
General Johnston owed his death to the absence of skill 
and instruments, and this absence was due to his tender 





humanity to the wounded foe—a humanity the more 
striking it was exhibited in all the excitement 
of battle.

To-day we have had the second trial of Gen. Ros- 
set’s 100-ton gun. The experiments took place at the 








” | fortress of St. Maria, about eight miles from the town 


of Spezia, where, after b fasting together at the 
Croix de Malte, the committee of Italian generals and 
foreign officers proceeded in two steam launches pio- 
vided for that purpose. This trial is one of the utmost 
importance to ftaly, for if the government can succeed 
in manufacturing cannon of such calibre at the prices 
quoted, they will be entirely independent of coreign aid 
in that respect, besides avoiding the transit through 
Austria of the artillery purchased in Prussia, which the 
Austrian government had even denied (latterly) alto- 
gether. here was, therefore, an important *‘‘ levy of 
bucklers” from all the military circles of Europe, the 
large artillery manufactories sending their representa- 
tives and best men to see what was doing. M. Krupp 
was represented by Mr. Haas; the Swedish Nordenfelt 
Palmkranz batteries by Gen. Dunne; the French govern- 
ment by Maj.- Brunett and Capt. de Bellisle ; the Danish 
ny Cupt.

The 100-ton gun in question is the invention of Gen. 
osset, Director-General of Artillery, whom your mili- 
tary readers will know as the author of the statistics, 
calculations, and experiences on ‘The Resistance of 
Metals.” Ido not think I 9m exaggerating in saying 
Gens. Rosset and Albini, Director-General of Marine 
Artillery, though still young, represent two of the most 
devoted and scientific officers in Italy or any other 
country, and we have now the result of having the 
‘* right men in the right place : ” an economy of millions 
to Italy and independence of foreigners. But, to return 
to ‘‘nos moutons,” or I should say our ‘‘poupon.” The 
Italian 100-ton gun is of cast iron, from the foundry of 
Turin, the rings (circles) alone being of steel, and the 
most expensive part in the matter; the gun itself cost- 
ing little more than 50,000 francs, whilst the rings figure 
for 128,000 fr., total 180,000 fr. The projectile pam 
exactly one ton, and costs (as nearly as possible) 1. 
fr. It isa breech-loader, worked on the most secure 
and simple principles. The initiative velocity was 446 
m.; atmospheric pressure 1711 m., 1718 m., 1792 m. 
The recojl averaged (compression on elastic cushion) 1.70 
m., 1.72 m. 
The only point on which the Italian government ob- 
serve any secrecy is the ingredients in the powder used 
—the charge found from experiment and used is 440 
Ibs. to 450 lbs.; the time between each firing six 
minutes. The firing was good, but I shall not know the 
exact result until too late for post.

Recorps oF THE War.— A Washington despatch says: ‘It 
is expected that eight volumes of the Union and Confederate 
records of the war will be sent to the press in a very short 
time. These volumes will be as complete as the condition of 
the records will allow. It is found that many regimental 
books have been retained by the officer last in command, 
and, as a result, many regiments with excellent records will 
not appear as prominent as they should. The same is true 
of many brigades and divisions. This can be remedied in a 
great degree even now, and for many commands entirely 
remedied, if the officers who have retained these records 
wovld seud them by express to the Adjutant-General of the 
Army. The War Department pays express charges on such 





packages. A large number of records have already been 
thus secured, in answer to circulars from the Department, 
and as a result the official history of many commands will be 
presented in full.”

Responses To Apst.-Grn. Draum’s CrrcuLan.—In reply to 
Gen. Drum’s offer to furnish copies of the General Orders of 
the War Department, already mentioned in the Journat, 
Adjt.-Gen. Townsend, of New York, writee te Gen. Drum 
as follows : *‘ I should be doing violence to my own teelings 
did I not at once express to you my high appreciation of the 
broad and enlightened spirit manifested not only in the views 
you express therein, but, as exhibited in the fact itself, so 
well calculated to improve and foster a homogeneity of 
interest among all the elements which serve to make up the 
Grand Army of the country.” 

Adjutant-Gen. Latta, of Pennsylvania, says : ‘‘ In acknow- 
ledging the receipt of your communication I take pleasure 
in expressing my high appreciation of your generously ex- 
pressed sentiments towards the furtherance of our militia 
system. The cordial support of the officers of the Army, 
their kind recognition of this Cadet school of ours, which 
the system really is, does much to advance its usefulness and 
efficieucy.” General Order No. 11 issued by Gen. Latta reads 
as follows: ‘‘Toe War Department, at the suggestion of 
Brigadier-Gen. R. O. Drum, Adjutant-General, U. 8. Army, 
will hereafter transmit to the general officers of the divisions 
and brigades copie: of all its general orders. On their re- 
ceipt at such headquarters they will be preserved on file as 
part of the official records thereof.” 

Adjutant-Gen. A. Hun Berry, of Massachusetts, writes : 
‘ Permit me to express my gratification at the interest you 
take in militia matters and my hearty concurrence im your 
wish for the cultivation of friendly official relations between 
the officers of the Army and of the State Militia. Ihave to 
thank you for your extreme courtesy in this matter, and to 
express sgain my pleasure at the interest taken by you, an 
interest which is so much needed, and which will tend to 
raise the standard of the organized militia throughout the 
country.”

appreciated and reciprocated by this office, and 
nothing will be wanted on our part to  pro-

‘It is not deemed 
conducive to the best interests of the service,” it remarks, 
‘‘that the prize called the * Nevada Badge’ be no longer sub- 
mitted for competition.” But why “not conducive to the 
best interests,” etc? Heve any unfair practices been re- 
sorted to to secure its possession? Such would seem to be 
the natural presumption, did not the succeeding yA 
explicitly preclude any such conclusion, by deciaring A, 
48th regiment, to be “entitled to the possession of the 
badge.” If “ entitled” to the trophy, the company must 
have ‘‘ won” it, and being officially declared to be in 
eee. it must have been won fairly. ‘But there have

THE AUSTRIAN NAVY. 
ENLISTMENT AND APPRENTICE SYSTEM. 
(Extract from Part V., Very’s Navies of the World.) 

Tue number of enlisted men in time of peace is 5,836, 
increased for a war footing to 11,532. These men are 
all drawn for service by inscription from the coast 
provinces, their length of service being three years in 
the fleet and seven in the reserve. From the time. that 
men are drafted into the service until they pass into the 
reserve a thorough system of education is followed out. 
The depot for their reception is at Pola, where the re- 
cruits (received first in shore barracks) are divided into 
twelve companies, the arrangement being as nearly as 

ible in conformity with the intelligence of the in- 
dividual. Company No. 6 is made up entirely of fire- 
men and coal heavers. Company No. 12, workmen 
employed in the gun foundries and dock yards. The 
remaining ten companies are the sailors of the fleet. 
Whilst in the company the recruit is taught the elements 
of the drills and discipline, and a certain time is devoted 
each day to teaching, reading, writing, and more especi- 
ally the German language, as a great number of the re- 
cruits are totally ignorant of any tongue except that of 
their native province. 

As the recruits advance in instruction, they are picked 
out for the formation of classes for instruction aboard 
ship, and at certain intervals a class is transferred to the 
guard ship Zellona, where their instruction is extended 
somewhat, and during tke course on this ship selections 
are made of those who are best qualified to become 
helmsmen and gunners. The course of instruction on 
this ship lasts for irom six weeks to two months. From 
the Bellona the classes are transferred to the different 
school ships in accordance with the espeeial line of in- 
struction that is to be followed. The seamen go to the 
corvette Minerva, to which vessel also recruits who are 
already sailors are sent direct from the depot without 
passing through the Bellona, and men who have passed 
either the helmsman’s or gunner’s course come here for 
their final course of seamanship. The Minerva is kept 
cruising almost constantly for exercise in seamen’s 
duties, and the course of a class is about six months. 
At the end of this course those who show sufficient 
aptitude are transferred to the other ships for the com- 
plete course, the remainder as well as all men who have 
passed the entire course return to the depot forming one 
or more of the twelve companies in readiness for trans- 
fer to any ship going into commission. 

Tkose who are found too stupid or vicious to learn 
within a reasonable time are transferred from the ships 
to the depot, where they do the police work and are 
drafted as landsmen into cruising ships. The sloop 
Saida is the instruction vessel for helmsmen and quarter- 
masters, the course being about three months. Men 











passing from the Bellona to the Saida are transferred to 
the Minerva for the final seamanship course, whilst the 
best of those from the Minerva pass to the Saida and 
thence to the gunnery ship for complete instruction. 
The Adria is the gunnery ship, the term of service 
being of the same length as that of the Saida. On 
board of this ship there is the ordinary gunner’s course, 
a superior course for those seamen who are selected for 
non-commissioned officers of marine infantry, and an 
oflicer’s course, the higher petty officers who are 
intended for instructors aboard ship being admitted to 
the latter. 

There is attached to the depot a school for machinist 
petty officers, having for its object the perfection of the 
theoreticrl and practical knowledge of the workmen 
chosen from amongst the most capable of the twelfth 
company. The length of the course is fixed at one year, 
at the end of which time an examination is held, and 
those who pass successfully are appointed machinists 
and embarked in cruisers ut once; the remainder are 
returned to the depot for subordinate duties. For 
certain of those who in depot give promise of final 
success without baving the knowledge requisite for an 
immediate entry into the machinist school, a prelimi- 
nary six month’s course is provided. 

This system is a temporary one to furnish machinists 
until the thorough establishment of a new machinist 
apprentice school, the duration of instruction in the 
latter being three years. This school is intended ex- 
clusively for the children of persons who have served in 
the Navy. The entrance age is between fourteen and 
seventeen, and the children must already have served a 
partial apprenticeship in a raachine shop. They are 
obliged to serve for ten ycars in the Navy after com- 
pleting the course, and in case of failure for any cause 
except incapacity, they are obliged to render one year 
of general service for each year or part of year passed 
at the school. The number of apprentices is limited to 
50, and whilst at the school they receive in addition to 
their clothing and sustenance eight cents a day. 

There are in general about 2,000 men in depot. The 
Bellona’s complement is 300, the Minerva’s 100, the 
Saida’s 50, and the Adria’s 500. The remainder of 
the cadre are embarked or on duty at the dock-yards. 
In addition to these, and not counted in the general 
draft, are the seaman apprentices, quartered on board 
the Schwartzemberg, and numbering about 300. This 
school is open to all boys between the ages of fifteen 
and seventeen. The course is three years, with obliga- 
tion to serve ten more after finally passing. On leaving 
the apprentice ship at the end of the three years, the 
boys pass to the Minerva, Saida, and Adria, receiving 
certificates and advancement in grade in proportion to 
their aptitude. In case of failure to pass through the 
apprentice course, they are transferred to depot to go 
through the recruit’s course and serve out their time. 

The Naval Academy is established at Fiume. The 
curriculum of this school is of the same grade as that 
of the municipal superior schools. Candidates are 
appointed by competitive examination, and must be 
between the ages of thirteen and fifteen. The course 
is four years, at the expiration of which the student 
passes into service with the grade of cadet. Aspirants 
are students passing into the service without having 
gone through the Academy course. They must be 
between the ages of fifteen and seventeen, and have 
successfully passed through the course of one of the 
municipal superior schools. Upon entering they take 
the regular course on board the school ships, taking the 
grade of cadet at the final successful examination. 


ONE YEAR VOLUNTEERS. 


This institution is a favor accorded to young men 
who, having prepared themselves by a course of study 
for a certain profession, do not wish to serve full time 
under their draft. During one year they receive naval 
instruction sufficient to fit them as sailors or petty offi- 
cers in time of war. Particular attention is paid to as 
far as possible follow a course in consonance “with their 
previous studies. At the end of the course they pass 
into the reserve. Professional mariners may enjoy this 
privilege upon presenting certificates stating that they 


have successfully passed examination before any native 
or foreign marine school. They must in addition 
taarongaly understand ge and one other of the 

guages spoken generally throughout the empire. 
During their year of service they receive the a of 
third class seamen and their clothing. After passi 
the different school ships they enter the reserve as offi- 
cers if there are vacancies, otherwise as cadets. Students 
who are preparing themselves for engineers, follow the 
ecurses of machinists or constructors in the same way. 
Students whose professions are in no way in accordance 
with that of the naval officer, are sent to the Adria for 
a thorough course of gunnery. They enter the reserve 
at the end of a year as petty officers or seaman gunners 
according to the rate of their examinations. Medical 
students have their year of service confined strictly to 
hospital duty, passing into the reserve as medical cedete, 
to serve as such in hospitals only, during war time. 
Doctors having diplomas practice for a year in the 
hospitals and pass to the reserve with the grade of lieu- 
tenant. They are liable for sea service in time of war. 

The depot, school ships, machinists’ school, and 
apprentice school are all at Pola, and at the same place 
there is a school for the children of both sexes of peo- 
ple in the naval service in indigent circumstances.

Bric.-Gex. Srrm Evetyn Woop, who accompanied the ex- 
Empress Eugenie to Zulu-land, has sent to the papers a de- 
scription of the death of the Prince Imperial, collected from 
the independent narratives of 18 of the Zvlus who partici- 

ted in the attack on the Prince’s party, and showing that 

he attacking party numbered 40, 12 of whom followed the 
Prince, and ght being immediately concerned in his death. 
The Zulus, having nearly surrounded the Prince's party, fired, 
and rusbed on them as they were mounting. The Prince not 
having succeeded in mounting, ran alongside his horse until 
it broke away. The Prince followed the horse into the 
donga, until, being closely pressed by his pursuers, 
he turned upon them—in the words of the Zulus— 
‘“* like a lion at bay.” Being struck by an assegai inside the 
left shoulder, he rushed at the nearest opponent, who fled. 
Another Zulu then tired at the Prince, when only ten yards 
from him. The Prince fired his pistol and faced his rapidly 
increasing foes, until, menaced from his right and rexr, and 
struck by another assegai, be regained the level on which he 
had first stood in the donga, where he was speedily sur- 
rounded. He seized an assegai which had been thrown at 
him—in struggling with his terrified horse his sword had 
fallen from its scabbard—and thus defended himself against 
seven or eight Zulus, who state that they did not dare to 
close on him until he sank exhausted on his hips.

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FOREIGN ITEMS. 


A Sr. Pzrerspure paper states that the troops in 
Eastern Siberia are being rearmed with the Berdan 
instead of the Kinka rifle, and that the usual number of 
men transferred each year into the reserves will this 
year continue in active service until further orders. 


Tr is said that a large number of English officers, at boats, 


present ‘‘ unattached,” are making great efforts to enter 
the Chinese service in view of the actual or impendin 
war.

SHOULD a serious war really break out between Rus- 
sia and China, it will be one of the most interesting 
encounters of modern times. The distances are so vast 
between Pekin and the Celestial mountains, and be- 
tween St. Petersburg and Kuldja, or the new province 
of Ferghana, assuming that to become the centre of the 
forward base of Russia’s operations, that the strain upon 
the resources of the two Empires must be extremely 
severe. The region of conflict is moreover so little 
known, that any prolonged operations will throw a flood 
of light upon many eg a racial, and social 
problems. The war itself may be limited to a mere 
——_ for better frontiers, or it may pass into a life 
and-death conflict for supremacy in Northern and 
Eastern Asia, with far-reaching commercial and even 
Euro) consequences. Nor can we wholly exclude 
from the matter all reference to Japan, a growing and 
ambitious Power, jealous of China, and on the most 
friendly terms with Kussia, her other immediate neigh- 
bor, as the recently-concluded treaty for the supply of 
coals and stores suffices to sous. ead Arrow. 

In proclaiming Abdulrahman Khan the formula used 
was ‘* Ameer of Kabul,” not ‘‘ Ameer of Afghanistan,” 
indicating the intention of the government to maintain 
the separation of Kandahar. The British forces in front 
of Kandahar were apprehending an attack from Ayoob 
Khan, which, as the report we give elsewhere will show, 
came quite as soon us they expected, and was most dis- 
astrous in its results. 

GuNNERY experiments took place on the 14th June in 
Portsmouth harbor to determine the power of penetra- 
tion possessed by 64lb. Palliser projectiles used with 

checks, a comparatively recent improvement. A 

-ton gun was employed, and placed nine yards off 
two 6-inch iron plates. It was fired ten times. In 
eight cases the frojectiles (which are steel-pointed) 
penetrated through to the wooden backing, but in others 
they broke up on the surface of the target. The results 
are regarded as satisfactory. 

WE understand that broadside firing, the guns being 
directed by electricity, is about to be tried in the ships 
of the British Channel Squadron, and upon the report 
received of this new system will depend its adoption in 
the fleet generally. 

Many of the greatest improvements in tactics, says 
Broad Arrow, have actually been suggested by news- 
paper war correspondents who have been snubbed by 
ar in aeeeny. 

‘THERE is often an uneasy icion abroad,” says 

the Pali Mali Gazette, ‘‘ that the sums which we a 
called upon to pay for our national defences, and which 
every ¢ne admits to be of formidable amount, are not 
very wisely expended. Fears are from time to time ex- 
pressed that we get exceedingly little for our money, 
and that we might largely diminish our expenditure 
without causing our forces to fall below the standard of 
efficiency which is thought quite high enough by other 
great powers. There can be little doubt that we should 
spend even more freely than we do on our army and 
navy were it not that these fears have occasionally 
audible expression given to them.” 
_ Ir is understood that the lash is no longer to be used 
in the English navy, and while waiting for the passage 
of a statute forbidding its use any seaman convicted of 
an offence for which flogging bas heretofore been the 
punishment will be senten to some other form of 
castization.

When the 
n.oment came for their employment they could be let 
down without delay, and, sheltering themselves behind 
their own vessel, watch for opportunities to sally forth. 








Movuntep Inrantry Caprains.—A pamphlet just 
published in Paris contains some interesting remarks on 
the question of mounting infantry ceptains, which, as is 
well known, has during the last few years been much 
discussed in France. In support of the proposal to 
make all captains mounted officers it is urged that now 
that acompany numbers 250 men, as it does in the 
French and in nearly every Continental Army, and now 
that men fight in extended order, it is no longer possible 
for an officer on foot efficiently to supervise and direct 
the movements of his company. On the line of march 
a company in column of route will extend along a con- 
siderable length of road, so that unless its captain is 
mounted he will not be able to be, as he should be, at 
one moment at its head, at the next at its tail, enforcing 
crder everywhere; while, in the same way, when a 
company placing over 200 bayonets in the field is ex- 
tended in fighting formation it will cover so great a 
length of front that it will be impossible for an officer 
on foot to control the action of every part of it. On the 
other hard, it is argued by those who object to makin 
infantry captains mounted officers that the latter woul 
be more exposed to the enemy’s musketry fire. In the 
pamphlet just published, however, the author shows 
that in practice this is not found to be the case. In the 
German army infantry captains are, it is well known, 
mounted. During the late Franco-German war, 1,521 
German infantry officers were killed, and, as the pro- 
portion of captains to other officers in the German army 
is as 1 to 5, a fifth of the above number, or 304 of the 
officers killed, should have been captains. As a matter 
of fact, ho:vever, only 219 captains were killed. In the 
same way the Germans lost 217 iufantry officers at For- 
bach, but only 34 were captains; while of 205 French 
officers killed 54 were captains.—Pall Mall Gazette.
